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Memorial in the name of Mrs. Drum- 

mond, Wife of Mr. William Drummond 
late Bookſeller in Edinburgh, has been in- 
duſtriouſly diſperſed, as well at London, as in 
this country. In it, Hamilton and Balfour 
Bookſellers in Edinburgh, are charged as 
guilty of heinous and aggravated injuſtice. 

That the accuſation is moſt calumnious, 
will appear from the following pages, which 
are ſubmitted to the candid judgment of the 
public. 

The fr} part of the charge brought by 
Mrs. 3 is of the following import. 
„ That Mr. William Monro, Bockſeller in

Hamilton and Balfour have no title, either

With reſpe& to all which particulars, 
Hamilton and Balfour beg leave to inform the 3 
public, 
1/t, That Mr. William Aire never con- 
fidered himſelf as Proprietor of the Medical 
Eſſeys: He frequently acknowledged, that 
a his privilege of printing the Eſſays ſubſiſted 
on during the pleaſure ef Profeſſor Monro, 
and of the other acting members of the So- 
eiety: He often declared, that he never 
conveyed, or attempted to convey to Mr.

; Drummond, any property in the Medical 
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Eſſays.; and that, if he had had any property 

in chem, he would moſt willingly have made 

it over to Hamilton and Balfour, with whom 

he lived in perfect friendſhip. | 

Had the aſſertions in the Memorial been 

made at an earlier period, there would have f 
been no difficulty in redarguing them by the b 
| exidence of Mr. William Monro himſelf : but

that worthy man is now no more. Before 
the appearance of the Memorial, his health 
had been broken by a moſt acute diſtemper, 
and his memory greatly impaired ; and 
altho' he had retained his memory to the end 
of his life, yet it would have been inhumane 
to have diſturbed him in his laſt moments f 
by any particular inquiries concerning the 
aſſertions before made: However, that what 
is affirmed by Hamilton and Balfour, is molt | 
ſtrictly true, will appear from the judicial 
Declaration of his Widow, which is ſub- 
joined to theſe ſheets. Appendix, No. I. 
2dly, That the 3d, 4th, 5th and 6th volumes 
of the Medical Eſſays were gifted by Profel- 


for Monro to Mr. Drummond, and that the 
Collectors of the Eſſays ratified this gift, is 


abſolutely denied. It is acknowledged, that '# 
as Profeſſor Monro undertook the labour of 


preparing the Effays for the preſs, he had ' 


liberty to name the Printers; and as he had 
connections of friendſhip with Mr. William 
Monro, he naturally appointed him to print 
the firſt edition of the firſt and ſecond vo- 
lumes. After the publication of theſe vos» 
lumes, Mr. William Monro gave up his ſtock 
in trade to Mr. Drummond ; but his name 
ſtill remained in the trade, as if the copart- 
nery had ſubſiſted. Profeſſor Monra continu-

ed to give the ſucceeding volumes of the 
Eſſays to be printed by Monro and Drummond; 
but he never gave the property of the Eſſays, 
either to the one or the other: All that he 
gave was the right and privilege of printing 
an edition of the Eſſays *. The purpoſe of 
entering the book at Stationers Hall, was to 
prevent the edition from being counterfeited, 


but 


The Memorialiſt draws an argument from Pro- 
feſſor Monro's generous care to procure to her an ad- 
equate price for her conſent to Hamilton and Balfour's 
printing the Offeology, that he would never have reſumed 
the preſent of the Medical Eſays without ſuch a price · 
By this ſhe would infinuate that ſhe had a right in the 
Oftzology, and that her conſent for printing it was aſked. 
But the matter of fact ſtands thus. Mr. Drummond had 


printed part of a new edition of the O/teo/ogy. The Pro- 


feſſor had it ſeems ſome reaſons for taking it from him 
and he gave it to Meſſ. Hamilton and Balfour, inti- 
mating, at the ſame time, his inclination that Mrs. 
Drummond ſhould have the profit of this edition, to which 
they very readily agreed. As it would take ſome years 
to aſcertain theſe profits, and as Mrs. Drummond might 
want the money immediately, it was referred to Mr. 
William Monro to value them ; which he did ; and to the 
ſum determined by him, Meſſ. Hamilton and Balfour 
voluntarly added Five pounds more. But this was a 
preſent from Profeſſor Monro, and not an adequate price 
for her conſent to print the Ofeology. 
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but not toeſtabliſh a property in the book, 
either to Mr. William Monro or Mr. Drums, 
mond.

William Monro, appears from the Declaration

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When this reſolution became public, vari, 
ous Bookſellefs in Edinburgh made their ap- 
plications for the privilege of printing this 
edition; but Hamilton and Balfour were pre- 
ferred. A letter, addrefſed to them, wag 


written by Profeſſor Monro, and ſigned not 
only by him, but by ſeveral other Gentlemen, 


| diſtinguiſhed for the ſhare which they had 


in the Medical Efſays. By this letter the ſen- 


timents of Profeſſor . and of the other 


Subſcribers are evident; they direct the e- 


dition, and give the neccflary cerrections. 
See Appendix No. II. 


Profeſſor Monro did more; for be fur- 
niſhed a paper which had not been inſerted 


in the former editions; and neither he, nor: 
any of the other Gentlemen, by whom the 


letter was ſigned, ever intimated the leaſt 
belief or ſuſpicion, that the privilege of print- 
ing the third edition was not by this letter as 
fully veſted in Hamilton and Balfour, as the 
right of printing the firſt edition had been 
veſted in Mr. William Monro or Mr. Drum- 
mond. 

It may be proper to obſerve, that Dr. 
Fobn Pringle, Dr. Gilchriſt of Dumfries, and 
Dr. Simſon of St. Andrews, ſignified their 
approbation of the appointment made in fa- 
yours of Hamilton and Balfour. Dr. Porter- 
field has alſo ſigniſicd his kpprobation in the 
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moſt obliging terms: and it will appear, 
upon examination, that, whether the name 
of the Authors, or the number and merit of 
their Eſſays be conſidered, the Medical Eſſays 
owe their reputation to the Gentlemen who 
have been mentioned in this narrative. 

This third edition was accordingly printed, 
and a fourth has, by the ſame authority, been 
ſince printed by Hamilton and Balfour, who 
do not pretend to any property in the book 
other than during the pleaſure of the Authors. 

It might ſeem ſuperfluous to add more 
words in a caſe ſo very clear. But, it may 
perhaps be proper to obſerve, that the Me- 
morialiſt had ſo little doubt of the power 
which the above mentioned Gentlemen had 
of beſtowing the privilege of printing 
an edition on Hamilton and Balfour, that 
without their knowledge ſhe offered to give 
up, and, unſolicited by them, or by any 
perſon commiſſioned by them, actually gave 
up whatever claim ſhe might have pretended 
to have to the Medical Eflays. She did more; 


for to them alſo ſhe ſold the copper- plates of * 


all the volames. 

The Memorialiſt has artfully endeavoured 
to obviate the concluſions which naturally 
follow from this letter, and from the ſale of 
the copper-plates.

I.) Hamilten and 
Balfour: 
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Balfour were very indifferent about this 


letter; and when they received it, they 
told Mr. Monro that it was of no ſervice to 
them: That the ſcroll was written by Jobn 
Balfour, at the deſire of Mr. Monro, is not 
denied; but neither is that a material cir- 
cumſtance, as no annuity was ever de- 
manded by Mr. Monro, nor propoſed or pro- 
miſed by Hamilton and Balfour. As they did 
not conſider Mr. Drummond as the Proprietor 
of the Eſſays, it would have been abſurd in 
them to have made ſuch a propoſal. Indeed 
the ſtory, as related by the Memorialiſt, 
carries its own confutation with it; they 
were to give a large annuity to a woman in 
the prime of life, for her conſent, in the 
name of her huſband, to the printing a ſmall 
cheap edition of the Medical Efſays* ! 

Every one acquainted with the value of 
books muſt perceive that the property of the 
Medical Eſſays, after two editions had been 
printed, could not be worth any conſiderable 
ſum: and yet the Memorialiſt pretends, 
that a conſiderable ſum was promiſed to her 


for her conſent to the printing one ſmall 
cheap edition only.

The evident purport of this wordy para- 
graph, is to inſinuate that Hamilton and Bal- 
four cheated Mrs Drummond in the bargain 
tor the plates. 

In anſwer to which railing accuſation, they 
beg leave to inform the public, that Mrs Drum- 
mond told her friend Mr William Monro of her 
intention of gifting Hamilton and Balfour with 
the plates, for which ſhe ſaid ſhe had no fur- 
ther uſe. That Mr William Monro repreſent- 
ed to her, that her circumitances did not per- 
mit her to make preſents; and that he would 
get ſome money for them. For the truth of 
theſe allegations, appeal is made to the judi- 
cial declaration of I/obe/ Gerard, wife to Mr. 
William Monro, Appendix Ne. I. - 

Mr. Monro accordingly made offer of the 
plates to Hamilton and Balfour, and finiſhed 


the bargain at L. 5 Sterling. 


This Gentleman well underſtood the bu- 
ſineſs of a Bookſeller in all its branches, and 
zealouſly intereſted himſelf for Mr. Drum- 
mond and all his concerns: it 1s not there- 
fore to be preſumed, that he could have 
been over-reached in this bargain by Hamil- 
Fon and Balfour: and indeed the bargain

was fair, and the price juſt. The plates had 
been already uſed in two editions of the 
Medical Eſſays : they were much worn, as 
any one in the leaſt acquainted with copper- 
plates may judge; and Hamilton and Balfour 
were actually at the expence of having them 
all retouched. And they do aſſert, that the 
plates, when bought, were of no greater va- 
lue than old copper to any other perſon than 


. the publiſher of a third edition of the Eſſays.

eder; and, on his offering L. 30 for the 
ce books, was declared the purchaſer: That 
“ endeavours were uſed to get the purchaſer 
e to depart from his bargain; and that Ha- 
„ milton and Balfour, by threatnings, deter- 
<« red the buyer from reprinting any of the 
© volumes with the permiſſion of the Me- 
& morialiſt.” 

To all which it is anſwered : Thar, after 
Mr. Drummond's affairs had gone into diſor- 
der, ſome of his creditors did proceed, for 
their own ſecurity, to diligence againſt his 
effects. Mr. William Monro, who was a 
very conſiderable creditor, poinded certain 
volumes of the Medical Eſſays: out of all 
theſe no compleat ſett could be made up; 
two volumes were wanting altogether, and 
the remaining volumes bore no reaſonable 
proportion to one another. Hamilton and 
Balfour were called to appretiate theſe vo- 
lumes ſo conditioned : they valued them as 
is ſet forth in the Memorial : this valuation 
ſeemed, all circumſtances conſidered, ta 
be reaſonable ; but, altho* it had been too 
low, it could in no ways affect the after - ſale 
of -the volumes; it only determined the 
price at which they were to be {et up to 
auction. 
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Hamilton and Balfour, at the deſire of Mr. 
Monro, undertook to auction the books 
and this they did the more willingly, as they 


knew that Mr. Monro would give Mr, 
Drummond credit for the full produce which 


'might ariſe from the books to be thus au- 


ctioned. They made intimation to all the 
Bookſellers in Edinburgh, deſiring their at- 
tendance on the day of auction. Gavin 
Hamilton did himſelf take the trouble of 
auctioning the books: John Balfour raiſed 
their price by bidding beyond the appreti- 
ation; he ventured to offer to the extent at 
leaſt, which was reaſonable and expedient 
for him; and ſo far was he from thinking 
the price at which they ſold to be too low, 
that he would not become the buyer him- 
ſelf, but ſuffered them to fall into the hands 
of Mr. Gideon Crawfurd, the laſt bidder. In 
all this buſineſs Hamilton and Balfour acted 
in the moſt friendly and candid manner with 
reſpect to Mr: Drummond. Although they 
were creditors, they did not diſtreſs him by 
any diligence; they continued to treat him 
with that indulgence and lenity which he had 
formerly experienced from one of them : 


they gave their auction room, their atten- 


dance, their labour, without any reward or 
gratification whatever. They were urged 


by Mr. Monro to accept of the uſual propor- 
C | tion 
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tion allowed to Auctioners; but as this 


would, in the ſequel, bave affected the in- 


tereſt of Mr. Drummond, they abſolutely 
declined it *. 


That they uſed any practices to diſcourage 
bidders, or to perſuade the purchaſer to de- 
part from his bargain, is a baſe and moſt 


calumnious falſhood. 


They do indeed acknowledge, that, when 
Mr. Crawfurd talked to them of his purpole 


of reprinting {ome volumes of the Medical 


Eſſays, in order to perfect the broken ſetts 


'which he had purchaſed, they told him that 
they conſidered this as an invaſion of their 
right, which they had obtained to the in- 


tended edition of the Megical Eſſays, and that 


they would in no fort yield up what they 


apprehended to be their property. This 


declaration 
It may not be improper here to obſerve, in juſtice 
to the memory of Mr. William Monro, that it has been 
moſt maliciouſly affirmed by Mrs. Drummond, that he 
took from her, at the clearance of accompts, a ſum of 
about ten pounds /terling as the expence ef auctionin 
the poinded books. And the truth is, Mr. Monro aid 
deduce from the ſum-total of the poinded books the ex- 
ences of auctioning, in order to ſhow her what might 
ave been — from her, and that ſne had been 


treated with the utmoſt tenderneſs; but he not only 
frankly gave her up that ſum, but like ways the whole 
-expences of the proceſs, to which he was in all law and 
equity intitled, The truth of what is here ſet forth, 
may be proved by the declaration of Mr. James Hay, 


and Mr. Albert Monro, Writers in Edinburgh, who were 
both preſent at the clearance. 
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declaration fatisfied Mr. Craufurd; and he 
will, no doubt, give his teſtimony to the 
truth of what is here aſſerted. 

The manner in which Mrs. Drummond 
concludes her appeal to the Public, may ſeem 
no leſs. extraordinary than the Memorial it- 
ſelf. She ſays, „She ſhall be ſorry, if any 
thing in the above aggravated repreſenta- 
* tion of facts ſhould give them offence, or 
be, contrary to her intention, interpre- 
<« ted to the diſadvantage of their characters 
« in matters different from the caſe in 
« hand.“ 

She has repreſented Hamilton and Balfour 
as invaders of their Neighbours property, a. 
men loſt to all ſenſe of honour, as accompli- 
Ming their wicked purpoſes by fraud, diſho- 
neſty and violence: and yet ſhe is ſorry if 
ſhe has given offence! In ſupport of this her- 
charge, ſhe has uſed every art of miſrepre- 
ſentation, aſſerted as truth many things. 
which ſhe knew to be falſe; and yet con- 
cludes with ſaying, © That, if theſe things 
ebe interpreted to the diſadvantage of the 
„characters of Hamilton and Balfour in 
other caſes, it is contrary to her in- 
e tention? 

What her intention was, God and her 
own conſcience know ! man can judge 
from appearances only. But, whatever may 
have been her intention, ſhe has injured two 
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men of credit in their deareſt intereſt, in 
their good name. An offence ſo publicly 


committed ought to be acknowledged in a 


manner no leſs public: but as to this Ha- 
milton and Balfour are not ſolicitous. To 
the impartial opinion of mankind, and to 
their own innocence, they entruſt their 
vindication.

Hamilton and 
Balfour. I likeways hereby ſolemnly de- 
clare, That it conſiſts with my knowledge, 
that when Meſſ. Hamilton and Balfour were 
about to publiſh a new edition of the Me- 
dical Eſjays, that at that time Mrs. Drum- 
mond offered my ſaid Huſband the plates for 


nothing for their behoof, adding that they
